The annual enumeration of persons 
entitled to school privileges in this 
city was completed today 
by 
the 
school enumerators, John A. Goodale 
and Albert Spray, who began their 
work on April 0. 
The total enumer­ 
ation of persons of school age, six 
to twenty-one years, is given a s 1,717 
which is a loss of eighteen when com­ 
pared with the enumeration of last 
year. 
The result of the count is a s fo l­ 
lows : 
W hite males...................................... 840 
W hite fem ales.................................. 838 
Colored m ales................................. 18 
Colored fem ales............................. 21 
The slight lo-s in (the city school 
enumeration is explained by the num­ 
ber of families who have moved to 
the suburbs outside of the corporate 
lim its of the city during the year. The 
enumerators went over the city F r i­ 
d ay and Saturday and found that 
fiftv-one houses were vacant. 
Last 
year only twenty-seven vacant houses 
were counted. 
During the last year quite a large 
number of modern homes have been 
built ju-t outside 
the 
corporation 
lines and in 
many 
instances 
the 
houses which are now vacant were 
occupied one year ago by families 
now residing in the new suburbs. The 
town-hip 
enumeration 
which 
was 
taken under the auspices of Dr. IV. 
M. 
Casey, 
town-hip 
trustee, 
will 
show a substantial gain over tip* la-t 
year, it is stated, and this gain i- 
aeeounted for in a large measure by 
the children of school age who have 
moved with their parents to tlu* sub­ 
urbs. 
The enumerators 
<1 id their work 
thoroughly and fully explained to all 
residents that persons between the 
ages of six and twenty-one years 
should be enrolled whether or not 
they are attending school at this 
time. 
The enumeration 
last 
year 
was 1,735 and was the largest in the 
history of the city. 
Even with the 
slight loss of eighteen this year the 
total enumeration is larger than at

FOR LUTHERAN SCHOOL 


Members 
of 
Congregation 
Decide 


Work is Too Heavy for Present 


Faculty of Three. 


At an enthusiastic meeting of the 
voting members of the German Luth­ 
eran church Sunday afternoon it was 
decided to call another teacher for 
the schools which are conducted by 
the congregation. 
The fourth teach­ 
er is made necessary because of Un­ 
steadily increasing enrollment. Three 
teachers have been employed for sev­ 
eral years. 
It is not known who will be sent 
to till the p lace. 
The call is placed 
with a distributing committee of the 
church and after all conditions are 
investigate d the committee makes the 
selection. 
The committee meets in 
June, at which time representatives 
of the faculties of the two Lutheran 
seminaries, at Chicago and Seward, 
Neb., will make recoinmendatoins for 
the various graduates. 
The Lutheran school here has an 
enrollment of 200. 
It is impossible 
for the three teachers to properly 
present the work in compliance with 
the high standards, it was pointed 
out at the meeting, as some of the 
classes number more than seventy 
pupils. 
The meeting also decided to remod­ 
el the school by preparing another 
room. 
When tlie building was erect­ 
ed an extra room was provided and 
it is n ow available by building a new 
wall. 
The room was form erly used 
fo r meetings and lectures which are 
now held in tin* new club buildings.

South there was such a dearth of 
newspaper 
stock 
that 
publishers 
were forced to use any kind of paper 
they could get. 
Common wall paper 
came into use for newspaper pur- 
-e- and copies of such papers are 
now highly prized. 
A copy of such a paper, published 
Ju ly 2, 1863, is 
the 
possession of 
Dr. B. S. Shinness, of this eitv, who 
procured it Sunday from his father, 
George Shinness, 
a prominent resi­ 
dent of Jefferson county. 
Dr. and 
Mrs. Shinness spent the day with Dr. 
Shinness* father and brought the old 
paper home with them. 
The back of 
the “ newspaper" is highly colored in 
light and dark blue and it i- very 
evident that it is a piece of ordinary 
wall paper. 
The paper was published by J. M. 
Swords at Vicksburg, Miss.

sue owned by the local dentist ha- 
been carefully preserved and is in 
splendid 
condition.

E l Paso, May 1.—The United States 
army, it is almost certain, will be or­ 
dered out of Mexico within a week. 
It will either retire from Mexioo or 
fight Mexico. 
Whether the de facto government 
would declare open war on the Amer­ 
ican troops is not known, hut if the 
Mexican officers are to be believed, 
and in this their declarations are con­ 
firmed by the report of other people 
in such that open clashes between 
the Americans and the Mexicans can 
not be staved off very much longer 
if the Americans remain in Mexico. 
Mexico's and the United 
States’ 
military commissioners did not meet 
again during the day. General Scott s 
report on what took place at the con­ 
ference in Juarez was not delivered 
to the president until noon, he was 
advised by the war department. The 
insistence of Gen. Obregon, Mexican 
minister of war, that the American 
troops be withdrawn at once, was the 
barrier upon which the conference 
split. 
General Obregan insisted that 
the American troops must leave Mex­ 
ico, not merely because the Carranza 
government wishes that, but because, 
he said, the Carranza government is 
in actual danger of being overthrown, 
or at least of facing a fo rm ida ble 
revolution if this does not take place. 
General Obregon cited a recent af­ 
fair in Chihuahua City, in which he 
said over two hundred men were ar­ 
rested in a hall w here they were plot­ 
ting the death of Governor Gutierrez 
and all Carranza officers because the 
Carranza government had permitted 
the American troops in Mexico. 
This affair, he said, was much more 
serious than the border ever knew, 
and other and similar affairs might 
be expected all over the country if 
the American troops were permitted 
to remain by the de facto government 
without resistance. 
In reply General Scott laid before 
the Mexican officials another phase 
that 
might endanger the Carranza 
regime to a greater extent than the 
danger at home. 
General Scott told General Obregon 
that the American people are in such 
a frame of mind that if their troops 
were 
withdrawn 
and 
another 
raid 
should take place, similar to the af­ 
fair at Columbus, it would be imposs­ 
ible to stem the demand for an im­ 
mediate invasion of war on Mexico. 
In view of this. General Scott in­ 
formed 
General 
Obregon, 
that 
it 
■would be possible for Mexico to ac­ 
cept the co-operation of the American 
troops in curbing the bandits and thus 
stave off the American sentiment to 
make war on Mexico. 
General Scott wired the Mexican de­ 
mands to his government and General 
Obregon reports that he wired the 
substance of General Scott’s remarks 
to General Carranza. 
Obregon did 
not state whether he had received any 
reply from the first chief or not, but 
those in his party say he came here 
with open instructions to insist upon 
the 
withdrawal 
of 
the 
American 
forces and to accept no compromise. 
Others say that Obregon is not con­ 
sulting Carranza in any respect, but 
is acting purely for himself and that 
if he can induce the American govern­ 
ment to withdraw its forces, he will 
at once become the big man of Mex­ 
ico. 


ENUMERATOR BLAMES CUPID 


Little God of Love Cuts Into the Ranks 


of T o w n ’s Schools. 
Shelbyville, Ind., May 1.—In com­ 
pleting his work of taking the school 
enumeration for the city, W illiam Ma- 
holm developed a full-grown grouch 
against Dan Cupid. 
The enumeration showed fewer chil­ 
dren of school age this year than last 
and he blames the love god, as his 
records show that in the course of 
the year no fewer than thirty Shelby­ 
ville girls, ranging in age from six­ 
teen to nineteen years, have been 
married, and that about half the hus 
bands of these thirty were still of 
school age, but he can’t enumerate 
them for school purposes after they 
are married.

REPORTS CONFERENCE 


WITH THE KAISER 


Gerald Forwards Long Account 


. 
el Interview. 


Washington, 
May 1.— Ambassador 
Gerard has cabled briefly that he is 
forwarding a long report of his meet­ 
ing with the German emperor. 
The 
report is understood to convey a mes­ 
sage of good wPl and friendship from 
the German sovereign and to make it 
clear to President Wilson and the 
American people that Germany wants 
peace with the United States. 
Officials here not wishing to minim­ 
ize the imjvortance of any imperial 
message of friendship or good will, 
or the conciliatory attitude of the em­ 
peror, at the same time they do not 
regard Mr. Gerard's message as of 
importance. 
The president’s stand is that Ger­ 
many must squarely meet 
his de­ 
mands, and calls for an immediate 
abandonment of present method of 
submarine warfare. 
Reports were current in diplomatic 
circles that President Wilson has set 
the anniversary of the sinking of the 
Lusitania, as the limit for Germany's 
answer to his note. It was impossible 
to confirm this, but friends of the 
president regarded the reports more 
seriously than mere speculations. 
Members of the president’s cabinet 
have also hinted at the fact that the 
president’s mind was made up as to 
when he believed further delay in 
meeting his demand uncalled for. 
In 
reply to the direct question as to that 
date one cabinet member significantly 
commented on the fact that the presi­ 
dent’s 
message 
was 
delivered 
on 
April 19— the anniversary of the bat­ 
tle of Lexington. 
It is, of course, expected that Ger­ 
many will reply to the president’s 
note some time this week, but there 
are further vague reports of delay. 


Dublin. May L — The rebel leaders 
have surrendered unconditionally. 
This is the message your corre­ 
spondent received from an authentic 
source within the Sackville 
street 
area. Information is that with the ex­ 
ception of straggling sniping from 
houses and warehouses the insurrec­ 
tion, so far as Dublin city is con­ 
cerned. is practically at an end. 
Jim Connolly, the chief leader, has 
been shot. 
The sudden and dramatic end fol­ 
lowed upon the defeat of the rebels 
in various parts of the city. 
Their 
main stronghold, the postoffice, was 
fired by the insurgents themselves 
during the night with paraffin oil. The 
building burned fiercely and shortly 
after midnight the rebels retired to 
the Coliseum music hall, at the top of 
Sackville street. 
Early in the after­ 
noon, finding themselves hemmed in 
by troops on all sides, they surrend­ 
ered in a body— those who had not 
been shot by the military. 
The Metropole hotel is burned to 
the ground, and both sides of Sack­ 
ville street are practically burned out. 
Talbot street Is practically destroyed, 
together with the Eden Quay. 
Historic Sackville street witnessed 
a glorious charge, my informant tells 
me. 
Masses of cavalry charged the 
insurgents at high speed. 
Many of 
the troopers’ horses were shot from 
beneath them. 
Casualties were num­ 
erous on both sides, e>*r>ecially in the 
ranks of the rebels. 
Since then the troops have been 
continually closing in on the houses, 
battering them with artillery. Orders, 
T understand, have just been given to 
the troops to cease firing. 
Four hun­ 
dred rebels have just surrendered in 
the southern part of the city. 
Dublin Castle authorities, in con­ 
junction with the military chiefs, have 
devised and already have put into exe­ 
cution a plan for feeding the civilian 
population. 
The food question was 
becoming almost desperate owing to 
lack of supplies. 
Rations of bread, 
flour and meal and fish were provider!, 
and in nearly all districts the supplies 
were ample. 
It still is impossible to telegraph, 
or telephone in Dublin except on offi­ 
cial military business. 
The telegraph lines to England are 
entirely devoted to army affairs.

The chief object of the Salvation 
Arm y’s proposal is to relieve England 
of a portion of the surplus of female 
population and to provide opportunity 
for the widows to take up homesteads.

ippi and $5,600,000 for the Sacramento 
to cover work during the five-year 
period. 
The measure makes no provision 
for a federal waterways council, which 
a special cabinet committee recom­ 
mended should be organized to dis­ 
tribute appropriations and supervise 
improvement work. 
It was said the 
proposal might be considered inde­ 
pendently by the committee and some 
more comprehensive scheme of water­ 
ways control be worked out later. In 
its report the committee estimated 
that the requirements of the Mississ­ 
ippi would total $9,000,000, annually. 


London, May 1.— British and French 
armies in France have taken the of­ 
fensive and launched a series of at­ 
tacks against the German lines at 
various j>oints along the line from the 
coast to the battle field of Verdun. 
Although an official statement from 
Berlin 
declares that 
these attacks 
failed, the French lay claim to defi­ 
nite advances, particularly near Dead 
Man’s hill, where fighting of great in­ 
tensity has been going on. 
The Paris statement also tells of 
the ejection 
of the Germans from 
trenches they had taken south of Las- 
signy, while German assaults in the 
Vosges 
were 
repulsed 
with 
heavy 
losses. 
On 
the 
eastern 
front, 
German 
troops have captured four more Rus­ 
sian cannon and eighty-three prison­ 
ers south of Marocz Lake, while the 
Russians 
report 
th^ 
recapture 
of 
trenches lost to the Austrians, and 
the annihilation of a Magyar regi­ 
ment. 
A German aviator, flying near Ver­ 
dun, engaged three adversaries and 
forced one of the Frenchmen to de­ 
scend. according to Berlin, while Paris 
declares a German aviator was forced 
to earth intact in the Biesrae valley 
(Argonne), after a fight with French 
flyers who pursued the Teuton ma­ 
chine. 
Thrilling air battles are reported 
by the French above the German 
lines in the region of Roye. 
A French 
aeroplane attacked two Fokker ma­ 
chines, while French gunners below 
showered the Germans with machine 
gun fire. One of the Fokkers crashed 
to the ground and the other was 
forced to make a landing. 
Two other Fokker machines were 
brought down by French battle aero­ 
planes, one near Les Eparges and the 
other at Douaumont. 
Five German aeroplanes dropped 
bombs in the region south of Verdun. 
French pursuit machines, sent after 
them, succeeded in bringing two to 
the earth. 
A third was drowned by 
the fire of special guns.

ANTHRACITE MINERS 


ADJUST DIFFERENCES 


Tentative Centraci With Op­ 


erators Recognizes Union. 


New York, May 1.— The subcommit­ 
tee 
of 
the 
anthracite 
miners 
an­ 
nounced that it would report today 
to the tri-district board, or scale com­ 
mittee, of the workers. 
The board is expected to endorse 
the tentative wage agreement entered 
into between the members of the sub­ 
committee and operators. 
The agree­ 
ment will be made public. 
The following statement was issued 
by the anthracite miners: 
“ The agreement entered into gives 
the miners wage increase from seven 
to fifteen and a half per cent, a form 
of recognition of the union and an 
eight-hour day. 
Those adjustments 
result from a change in the working 
hours from nine to eight hours, in­ 
crease the wages in many instances. 
Engineers get increases of 7 per cent 
and other increases, and the agree­ 
ment provides for a r< ' ’jus'ment of 
classes. 
There are engineers of the 
first, second and third class, who are 
increased. 
Time and a third for over­ 
time granted. 
Miners’ and contract 
helpers get a 7 per cent increase and 
an eight-hour day. 
Many of the workers get a 7 per 
cent increase and 
intermediate in­ 
creases and many others get a 15% 
per cent increase. 
There are many 
details and minor disputes which are 
settled by the agreement. 
The agreement gives 176.000 an­ 
thracite miners the eight-hour day. 


Mailing Shoes Abroad.

The recent revolutionary uprising» 
in Ireland, while not altogether a sur­ 
prise, have proved one of the most in­ 
teresting developments of England’s 
part in the European war. 
The arrest of Sir Roger Casement on 
the charge of being a traitor caused 
little surprise, but the sensational man­ 
ner in which it occurred stirred the 
entire world. 
Sir Roger, under a military guard, is 
occupying the same apartment In the 
Tower of London in which Karl Lody, 
the German spy who was executed in 
the early part of the war, spent the 
night before his execution. 
Lody was arrested in Killam ey. 
On 
April 14, when it was stated that Sir 
Roger had been arrested in Germany, 
he was actually aboard a German sub­ 
marine in Kiel harbor, which, In com­ 
pany with a harmless looking tramp 
steamer of comparatively small ton­ 
nage, flying the Dutch colors, set out 
upon the voyage which ended in west 
Ireland ten days later. 


20,000 Rifles Aboard. 
The trainp was a German vessel 
manned by twenty picked men of the 
German navy and commanded by a 
lieutenant, with a junior officer as sec­ 
ond in command. 
Its cargo was not 
of the innocent character described by 
its forged manifest, but consisted of 
about 20,000 rifles, machine guns and 
ammunition hidden beneath a layer of 
goods which the manifest declared as 
the vessel’s sole cargo. 
The tramp steamship, with the sub­ 
marine 
generally 
close 
by. 
crept 
through the Cattegat, up along the 
coast 
of 
Norway, 
always 
keeping 
within territorial waters. The journey 
was made at a leisurely pace. 
Botli 
vessels struck north and west on a 
course which left the Orkney islands, 
the Shetland islands and even the F a ­ 
roe islands, far to the south. 
But a British patrol boat bustled up 
suddenly and demanded the reason for 
the presence of 
a 
peaceful 
Dutch 
trader so far north. 
The Germans 
pleaded the perils from mines and 
submarines in the English channel as 
an 
explanation 
and 
produced 
the 
ship’s papers, all of which were iu per­ 
fect order. 
There was nothing warlike about 
the ship, and of course there was no 
sign 
of 
the 
convoying 
submarine, 
which submerged when the British pa­ 
trol was sighted. 
Even the tramp’s 
crew w a s not suspicious looking. Many 
spoke English, expressing sympathy 
for the allied cause and the hoi>e that 
they would not meet a ruthless U 
boat. 
The vessel was allowed to proceed. 
Once the British patrol boat bad dis­ 
appeared the tramp steamer’s course 
was shaped southward, and before long 
north Ireland was sighted. 
Again the 
pace was leisurely. 
The “ Dutchman” 
kept close to the coast. 
Suddenly another British patrol boat 
appeared. A shot was fired across the 
trainp steamer's bows, and the per­ 
emptory signal “ I am boarding you” 
was hoisted. 
Then the tramp was or­ 
dered to accompany the patrol. 
After 
some distance had been covered the 
patrol sent armed boats for the crew. 
The “ Dutch” crew then confessed that 
they were German navy men. 
Their 
ship, which they had just scuttled, was 
a small auxiliary of the kaiser's fleet, 
intent upon running guns to Ireland. 
A boat which did not belong to the 
sunken vessel also was found. 
It was 
a collapsible of the pattern carried by 
German submarines. 
In it were two 
men, one of whom admitted that he 
was Sir Roger Casement. 
He and his 
companion, two officers and twenty 
men of the crew of the auxiliary were 
made prisoners. 
Sir Roger was promptly landed and 
sent to London. The others were treat­ 
ed os ordinary prisoners of war. 


Clima x of a Re ma rk a b le Career. 
This latest and perhaps final adven­ 
ture of Sir Roger Casement is an amaz­ 
ing climax of the persistent efforts of 
this Irishman since the war began 
against the country which he had 
served as consul and consul general 
for eighteen years and which had hon­ 
ored him with knighthood. 
Previous to the opening of the great 
conflict in Europe Sir Roger was known 
to the world at large only through a 
report which he made in 1912, while 
consul general at Rio Janeiro, on the 
atrocities committed on natives by evi 
ployees of a British company operat­ 
ing in the Putumayo rubber fields. As 
a result of his report a British royal 
commission, headed by him, Investigat­ 
ed the situation and brought about re 
forms in the treatment of men em­ 
ployed in the industry. 
Sir Roger was in America when the 
European war began in August, 1914. 
W hile here he addressed on Sept. 17 
an open letter to the Irish press, in 
which he advised Irishmen to remain 
neutral, while he would see to it that 
the country did not suffer the fa te of 
Belg ium.

Bomb dropping from aeroplane rap­ 
idly is becoming as exact a science 
among aviators on the European fronts 
as is the handling of artillery. 
Early in the war the bomb droppers 
used the same sort of machines as in 
rcconnoissanee work, artillery spotting 
or anything else. 
There is a tendency 
now to make the bomb dropping aero­ 
plane quite a distinct type of vehicle. 
The French incline to favor the big 
twin engined U audroii^w hich has a 
lifting capacity of 500 tcHTOO pounds of 
bombs, with fuel for a five or six hours' 
flight. 
The Germans appear to use the ordi­ 
nary type of tractor biplane, with an 
engine of about 
100 horsepower. 
The English machines are understood 
to l>e rather ahead of the other allies’ 
in weight lifting capacity. 
Formerly bombs weighed about twen- 
he ty pounds each, were carried inside the 
county the elerk ' aeroplane and were dropped overboard 
more or less at haphazard. 
In the up to date machines the load 
consists of live or six bombs of about 
sixty pounds each or two or three 
weighing a hundred pounds each. 
The ones the French dispatches refer 
to as “of large caliber” weigh about 
Co- 1150 pounds. 


B o m b s Carried In Racks. 
The smaller bombs, up to about sixty 
pounds, generally are carried in racks 
underneath the machine, each held by 
a separate clip, which is released by 
means of a wire carried into the body 
of the aeroplane. 
The rack has to be so arranged as not 
to upset the ma chine's longitudinal bal­ 
ance and to insure that the falling 
bombs will not foul the landing wheel 
axle or any of the landing gear's brac­ 
ing wires. 
The larger bombs are carried in a 
special fixture under the aeroplane's 
body, and in some cases two may be 
carried under the body, with one slung 
under each wing, outside the line of 
the wheels. 
The aeroplanes are equipped with a 
bomb sighting apparatus to let the op­ 
erator know the precise moment at 
which to release the bombs. 
Aiming a bomb from an aeroplane is 
vastly more difficult than aiming a 
gun, because it is necessary to calcu­ 
late not only the target's position, but 
also the aeroplane’s height above the 
ground and the speed at which it is 
moving. 
The gun, too, needs only to be point­ 
ed in the right direction, while the 
whole aeroplane has to be maneuvered 
Into the correct position if the bomb 
is to hit its mark. 
Nevertheless, bomb sights have been 
so ingeniously developed as to give ex­ 
cellent results. 


R a id s O c c u r A b o u t D a w n . 
Air craft raids are generally timed 
to reac h their objectives about dawn, 
partly to allow the heavily laden m a­ 
chines to pass the enemy’s lines fairly 
low down in the dark, thus avoiding 
loss of time in climbing over their own 
territory, and partly to make it hard 
for the enemy to determine the raider’s 
course. 
Naturally, flying in the dark, the 
pilots can keep only a compass course. 
Furthermore, 
they 
cannot 
see 
the 
horizon, and as the hum an sense of 
balance is insufficient to enable them 
to maintain even keels, inclinometers 
have to be provided. 
There are also petrol and oil gauges, 
clocks to show how long the machines 
have been in the air, speed indicators 
and small electric lights to let the? 
aviators know if anything goes wrong 
in the darkness. 
Some aeroplanes are built to be in­ 
herently stable, but this quality of un- 
capsizability has two disadvantages: 
First.—The shape necessitated by 
such a design is such th a t the m a­ 
chine absorbs more power than the 
ordinary type. 
Second.—The machine answers the 
pilot's control sluggishly, and if it 
takes a bad position near the ground it 
is difficult to get out, a fact which has 
been responsible for several serious 
mishaps. 
There are indications that future 
night flying will be facilitated by use 
of the mechanically operated gyro­ 
scope control, an apparatus invented 
in America, which can be switched off 
just on leaving the ground or landing, 
enabling the pilot temporarily to take 
full personal charge of his machine.

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BETTER CHANCES NOW FOR 


BABIES OF UNITED STATES 


A n a l y s i s S h o w s T h a t H ea lthie st Period 


Is A b o u t E l ev en th Year. 
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A native white boy baby now has at 
birth one chance in two of living to the 
age of sixty. So it has been discovered 
by S. L. Rogers, director of the census, 
from an analysis of the vital statistics 
of the New England, northern and mid 
die states. 
At the end of his first year the baby 
has a trifle better than an even chance 
of reaching sixty-four. 
He has one 
chance in two of attaining seventy un­ 
der the same conditions. 
A girl at birth lies an even chance of 
living a few months past sixty-four. 
At twenty-two her chance of reaching 
seventy is an even one. 
Thus a native white male at forty- 
two and a native female at twenty-two 
have about the same chance of cele­ 
brating their seventieth birthdays. 
On his first birthday the chance that 
the boy or girl will die w ithin the com­ 
ing year is only about one-fourth as 
great as it was at birth. The rate con­ 
tinues to decrease until the twelfth 
year. 
The healthiest time in the life of the 
average native is between his or her 
eleventh and twelfth birthday. When 
the man grows to be forty-eight his 
chance of living is just w hat it was in 
his third year. When he is sixty-two 
his chance is as it was on his second 
birthday. 
In its first year of life the boy New- 
Yorker's chance for reaching his sec­ 
ond birthday is nearly one-fifth less 
than if he lived in the country part of 
that state. Thus at birth the country 
boy in the Empire State has an exfK?c- 
tation of 7.7 years more of life than the 
boy in New York city, until he is thirty- 
nine. The country man has more than 
five years better chance of life than 
his metropolitan cousin.
